The new dime by Adolph A. Weinman is without doubt, the finest example 
of our new coinage begun in 1907 with the advent of the twenty and ten dollar 
gold pieces. | 

Before commenting on any of the new pieces it is but fair to gonsider 
the limitations and difficulties that beset the designer. Artistic 
rendering and a super-abundance of lettering do not go hand in hand towards 
kha best results. Our artists at the start are handicapped by having to 
place on the coin "United States of America8, "E Pluribus Unum", Liberty", 
"Tn God We Trust". the date and the denomination. In other words, six 
separete mottoes or legends. Consequently the artist cannot strive for 
simplicity, and in despite of his best endeavors, one or both sides of 
the coin are bound to be chopped up with a lot of discordant elements. 
According to the requirements of a modern utilitarian coinage, the designer 
is precluded from employing or arriving at the best effects in modelling; 
for both the upper and lower planes of the relief must be considered. High 
relief and certain effects cannot be employed, and dsppite everything the 
artist may strive for, a certain mechanical technique bust be used. 

Mr. Weinman, notwithstanding all these handicaps, has produced on the 
side bearing the head, a most pleasing and artistic conception -—- dignified, ea; 
simple, the head of Liberty in her Phrygian cap ornamented with wings, gives ba 
us on our new coins, the most artistie conception yet arrived at. The two 
mottoes are kept subordinate. The word “Liberty" has been so treated as to 
blend itself into the general design in the best possible manner, The re- 
verse has undoubtedly been sacrificed for the other side. Although good, 
it is open to criticism, At the first glance it is hard to tell which is 
right side up, es the olive branch end the lictor's @asces sre so interwoven 
as to mike the whole @ confused jumble. Far better results could have been 
obtained if the spray had been much more simplified, and rendered with only 
a few leaves and not placed so closely around the fasces. The idea in itself 
of this design is good, the rendering only could have been improved upon. 

Undiluted praise should be given to Mr. Weinman, and we trust that the 
other two denominations of the silver coins will equal, if not exceed in merit,

Dollar bes in large letters upon it the -ords, "Half Dollar"; 
otherwise I would place it as a souvenir. 


‘The general design lends itself to-a souvenir medal rather 
than to a piece of United States currency. In other words, it 
hes none of the characteristics of a coin. From some standpoints 
this may be correct because these souvenir half dollars can hardly 
be termed coins although labelled as such. A coin should be - 
issued for face value and have some excuse for general circulation 
whereas these souvenir coins are issued at at least a one hundred 
per cent premium and virtually never get into circulation, which 
is a lucky thing for the public. 


If this piece were struck in brass with a nice coat of 
gilt, I would say that it was a rather good souvenir.

f have a lead impression of the dies for the wreckers' medal, as 
his son termed it. I do not recollect whether he Bave me the medal or 
Whether 1 picked it up here. I feel sure it is not a Government award 
Medal. But I think I saw in one of Woodward's old catalogs one of these 
médals described. 


The lead impression I have shows on the obverse a sailor clinging 
to a broken mast in the sea. Koehler's Signature is at the bottom.: 
The reverse has a wreath of oak and laurel leaves, with a small eagle at 
the bottom holding the stems together. The center is plain, with space 
for engraving. Above this space are 31 stars. This might be an approxi- 
mate date of issue if the stars are for the number of States in the 
Union at the time. The workmanship is not of high grade, but might be 
of the average of medals of the time it was issued. ‘There isn't a word 
Of inscription on either side.
